‘The Town Clerk of Dublin has drafted 
a scheme under which the existing tenants 
of self-contained cottages erected by the 
Corporation under the Housing Acts will 
be given facilities for the purchase of the 
premises in their occupation, 

His view is that the responsibility of 
ownership will, naturally, induce tenants 
to take greater interest in the care of their 
dwellings and obviate to a large extent the 
expenditure on repairs which the present 
conditions of tenancy involves. 

The terms of purchase are based on annuities 
virtually corresponding to twice the Poor Law 
valuation, and reserve a ground rent approsi- 
mating to one-fourth of the Poor Law valuation. 

The scheme has been under consideration by 
the Housing Committee, whose report will come 
before Monday’s Corporation meeting.
